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This  booklet  is  a  comprehensive  directory  of  historic  sites  and 
museums  in  Georgia  that  are  interpreting  Georgia's  history  for 
the  public.  The  State  of  Georgia  cannot  guarantee  that  all  pri- 
vately operated  efforts  provide  the  same  level  of  interpretive 
facilities.  Because  the  State  encourages  non-governmental  efforts 
in  historic  preservation  and  interpretation,  we  have  included 
every  known  site  that  has  any  level  of  interpretive  facility  or 
personnel  and  that  is  open  to  the  public  on  a  regular  basis.  The 
list  does  not  include  churches,  cemeteries,  depots,  courthouses 
and  other  sites  that  are  common  to  every  town  unless  they  are 
being  interpreted  historically.  Structures  that  have  been  restored 
for  adaptive  use  but  are  commercial  establishments  are  not 
included. 

Many  private  sites  charge  a  small  admission  fee  to  cover  operat- 
ing costs.  Since  such  fees  are  subject  to  change,  they  are  omitted. 

State  historic  sites,  that  is,  those  operated  by  the  Georgia  De- 
partment of  Natural  Resources,  are  open  from  9  A.M.  until 
5  P.M.  Tuesday  through  Saturday  and  from  2  P.M.  until  5:30 
P.M.  on  Sunday.  They  are  closed  on  Mondays,  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas.  However,  if  other  holidays  fall  on  Monday,  the 
site  will  be  open.  For  further  information  on  state  operated 
sites,  contact:  Georgia  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Public 
Relations  and  Information  Office,  270  Washington  St.,  Atlanta, 
Ga.

Sites  operated  by  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior, 
National  Park  Service  are  generally  open  from  8:30  A.M.  until 
5:00  P.M.  7  days  a  week.  However,  during  summer  months, 
hours  are  usually  extended  until  dark.  Park  Service  sites  close  on 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  Day.
